CATERPILLAR WORMS MAKE THEIR 
APEARANCE IN MORGAN COUNTY 
The announcement, made in The Daily Monday by 
County Agent J. C. Ford, that the cotton leaf caterpillar 
has been discovered in this county should canse every 
grower of cotton tq be on the alert, teat the pest cause 
the same devastation of cotton fields as it did two years 


Farmers and observers agree that prospecte for a big 
fcotton crop in this county were never brighter than they 
wre at present. The next few weeks will decide the issue. 
U*he time is not long before pickers will be busy in all of 
the fields of the county. Whether or not they will have 
ten abundant harvest depends largely on two things, the 
Weather and pest infestation. 
*t We cannot control the weather, but to a very large 
ftegree we can control infestation by weevils or army 
Iworms. The experience we had two years ago, when the 
¿worms literally destroyed many fields of cotton, should 
teot be forgotten. 
} Mr. Ford reminds us that the success of the cotton 
fcrop will not be insured without eternal vigilance on the 
)part of the growers. 
He recommends daily inspection 
of the fields and immediate report of any increase in 
the worms. He promises to keep farmers informed as 
to the progress being made by the pests and he urges] 
the co-operation of every planter with the agent. 
If poisoning is started early enough this year, he be­ 
lieves that the damage done by the army worm era be 
at a minimum. The plan certainly is worth trying.

Reporta that some of the publishers of trashy litera­ 
ture (if their magazines may be dignified by use of the 
word) are resorting to freight and truck service to get 
their product to market indicates that advocates of clean­ 
er periodicals are making some headway. 
The express companies are aiding the postoffice de­ 
partment in cleaning out the undesirables and, perhaps, 
as the methods of distribution become increasingly diffi­ 
cult, the profits will dwindle to the point where publish­ 
ers of the snappy journals may find it cheaper to quit 
their business than to continue to fight 
Hie Christian Science Monitor says, in this connection: 
“The women’i clubs of the United States, the federal 
attorney’s office, and the Nation’s .postal and express 
officials, are to be congratulated on their success in 
making the distribution of improper reading matter 
throughout the county increasingly difficult 
Through 
thair combined watchfulness and co-operation it has come 
to the place where the publishers of such material are 
now driven to freight and motor truck service, and doubt­ 
less little by little they will find even these avenues of 
distribution becoming more and more difficult of access 
to them. For the sentiment of the people has been 
aroused to a degree more than ever before, and there is 
no reason why this enlightened thought should ever again 
submit to be imposed upon by such a noxious element in 
society* 
“In this connection, the activities of the express com­ 
panies is, perhaps, particularly noteworthy, for in many 
instances those responsible for these improper publica­ 
tions make especial efforts to gain their services, feel­ 
ing that they are more likely to escape detection by so 
doing than if they attempt to utilise the ordinary chan­ 
nels of the post office. However, they find themselves 
mistaken, 'for every effort is made to work strictly in 
accord with the postal department, and it has come to be 
the custom of the Government inspectors to notify the 
express companies of all the activities of these concerns. 
“So sincere a regard for the welfare of the people as 
against the mere monetary considerations involved speaks 
well for the general moral tone of the country. For as 
E. A. Stedman, vice-president of the American Railway 
Express hompany, said recently when interviewed on this 
subject: 
‘We have always felt a very definite respon­ 
sibility for censorship of such matter as may be forward­ 
ed through express channels, and have not hesitated to 
bar magazines, pictures, advertisements and other ma­ 
terial which we felt were subperslve Of good morals.’
